FIRE BUSINESS NEEDS 


MORE READY SPEAKERS 


Course in Public Speaking Sug- 
gested as Part of Technical 
Education Plan 


SOME FLUENT DEBATERS 


Several Executives Can Make Good 
Public Addresses, Others Lose 
Nerve Before Assembly 





NEW YORK, July 27—Now that the 
National Board has appointed a com- 
mittee to consider the subject of the 
technical education of insurance com- 
pany employees, the suggestion has 
been offered that it would not be amiss 
if special instruction in the art of 
public speaking were included in what- 
ever general course be adopted. Con- 
sidering the high average ability of the 
men holding managerial rank in the 
fire insurance business, it is surpris- 
ing how few are able to speak freely 
and forcefully in public, and as a re- 
sult underwriting interests not infre- 
quently suffer because of the fact. The 
shortcoming of fire insurance men in 
this respect is always evident when the 
business is under review before legis- 
lative or other committees, and the re- 
stricted number of ready speakers do 
not chance to be present. Scores of 
managers know the theory and prac- 
tice of underwriting from its every 
angle, and in private conversation are 
able to rapidly, easily and lucidly ex- 
plain its problems, but when called to 
do so in public assemblies, lose their 
nerve and make a sorry mess of it. 


Lock Best Public Speaker 


Frank Lock, United States manager 
of the Atlas, is probably the best pub- 
lic speaker in fire insurance cricles.to- 
day, and can debate a question on the 
floor with no more embarrassment 
than: if he were in his private office. 
President Bissell of the Hartford Fire, 
is another strong speaker, his state- 
ments being incisively made, his lan- 
guage direct and forceful and his man- 
ner easy. Manager Shallcross, of the 
North British, is also freely called 
upon for public speaking. He too talks 
right to the point, is never flustered 
in the least, and is highly convincing. 
Mr. Shallcross is particularly happy 
when talking before small groups; al- 
ways having stories that emphasize 
what he is seeking to convey, and pos- 
sessing the rare faculty of keeping his 
auditors in good humor. Charles Ly- 
man Case, manager of the London As- 
surance and president of the National 
Board, talks easily and _ interestingly 
when upon his feet. So too does Presi- 
dent Stevens of the Agricultural, one 
of the most scholarly men in fire under- 
writing ranks.

ALBANY, GA., July 24—All previous 
records were broken during the pro- 
ceedings of the 23rd annual meeting of 
the Georgia Local Underwriters Asso- 
ciation, which closed two days’ ses- 
sions here today. The attendance 


numbered over 200. 

President Marshall J. Ellis, of Macon, 
closed his third term in that office in a 
manner that bids fair to cause his suc- 
cessors to “go some” if they expect to 
give satisfaction to the Georgia local 
agents. Mr. Ellis and Secretary E. B. 
Harrold, also of Macon, have both 
served well and the Georgia association, 
together with the National association, 
have reason to be proud of their 
achievements in this state. When they 
entered office the membership was only 
134, today there are 467 names on the 
roster. As it is estimated that there 
are only approximately 850 to 900 
eligible local agents in the state, the 
record shows that more than half are 
members of the association. 


Wel and Resp 


The usual “keys of the city” were 
not tendered by Mayor Peacock, of 
Albany, in his address of welcome. 
He said that they had removed the 
locks, so that keys were not needed. 

“Bill” Hart, formerly one of the 
most popular fieldmen in the state and 
now a leading local agent at Columbus, 
was not outdone by the mayor in the 
matter of courtesy and goodwill.

Secretary Bennett Speaks

Considerable interest was manifested 
in W. H. Bennett, the new secretary- 
treasurer of the National association, 
who came first on the program’s select 
list of speakers. Speaking of the asso- 
ciation, its objects and its accomplish- 
ments, Mr. Bennett’s remarks suggested 
new and added value to the work of that 
organization. He told how he had 
viewed the association as one on the 
outside looking in and also from his 
present position among its directing 
forces. He pictured the condition of 
various classes of agents, paying partic- 
ular attention to those who are not yet 
corverted to the association idea. 

Farm departments are not widely pop- 
ular with Georgia agents, but after lis- 
tening to W. S. Sisk, superintendent of 
the farm department of the southern de- 
partment of the North America, most of 
them quickly revised their opinions. Mr. 


plained the method of operation and 
pointed out wherein such specialized 
work is of great advantage to agents. 
In a discussion which followed, a num- 
ber of agents admitted that they had 
entertained some prejudice against the 
innovation, but now realized that the 
companies are helping them through the 
farm department plan. 

Many Georgia agents are familiar with 
the employers’ liability business, and as 
a workmen’s compensation act is likely 
to be enacted in this state soon, they 
are eager to learn all they can in re- 
gard to its effect and the best manner 
of equipping their offices to carry on in 
that line. Tracy R. Engle, superintend- 
ent of the compensation and liability 
department of the Haas & Howell gen- 
eral agency at Atlanta, Ga. is one of 
the best posted men in the south on com- 
pensation business, The general agency 
includes Alabama, where a compensa- 
tion act has been in force during the 
past year. This afforded Mr. Engle a 
fine opportunity for observing the work- 
ings of such a law under conditions sim- 
ilar to those prevailing in Georgia. He 
ably discussed the various laws in force 
in other states and pointed out the prin- 
cipal features of the proposed Georgia 
law. 

John M. Harrison Speaks 


John M. Harrison, who is nationally 
known through his excellent service as 
secretary of the Southern Automobile 
Underwriters Conference, and as man- 
ager of the Automobile Underwriters 
Detective Bureau at Atlanta, delivered 
an instructive address on “Automobile 
Insurance.” Mr. Harrison is now man- 
ager of the automobile department of 
the southern department of the Royal, 
and in his present position is able to 
put into force many progressive ideas 
that had developed in his work for the 
organizations mentioned. In passing on 
to Georgia agents the knowledge gained 
through years of study in automobile 
underwriting, he rendered a_ service 
which is greatly appreciated. 

Fire prevention work in the interest 
of the community was stressed by Donald 
E. Eastman, expert insurance engineer 
connected with the local and general 
agency of Spratlin, Harrington & 
Thomas, Atlanta. Mr. Eastman urged 
agents to develop at least a superficial 
knowledge of insurance engineering. 
The principles relating to better con- 
struction of buildings and the more care- 
ful consideration of occupancy and build- 
ing equipment are things which every 
agent should know. He advised fre- 
quent visits to patrons instead of wait- 
ing until renewal time comes around. 
Encourage fire prevention principally 
from the viewpoint of conservation of 
property and lives; the lower insurance 
rate should be merely incidental, 


W. E. Snowden’s Talk 


One of the best small-town agents in 
Georgia is W. E. Snowden, of Elberton, 
but he modestly admitted that Elberton 
is not considered a “small town” by its 
citizens. However, Mr. Snowden has the 
right idea for building up an agency 
through service. By that, he explained, 
is meant the performance of numerous 
acts of benefit to the general public 
which do not lead directly to the gath- 
ering of insurance premiums. In a small 
town the successful business man is 
usually a popular citizen and he gener- 
ally achieves that prominence through 
unselfish and generous service in behalf 
of his community. Mr. Snowden is a 
strong believer in local boards, even if 
the only agent in a town has to be the 
whole works himself. 

Before the close of the meeting on 
Friday, T. Alfred Fleming, supervisor 
of the conservation’ department of the 
National Board, arrived, and was greeted 
enthusiastically by the agents. Mr. 
Fleming has been a frequent visitor to 
Georgia since taking up the work and 
every time he comes he brings a new 
message, or is prepared to repeat the 
old story of fire prevention in a new 
way. Georgia agents are credited with 
accomplishing wonders in fire prevention 
work throughout the state and they 
are eager to do more. 

Besides a bountiful chicken dinner on 
Thursday and a barbecue on Friday at 
Blue Springs, a resort about four miles 
from Albany, refreshments were to be 
had at all hours at the convention head- 
quarters in the hotel next door to the 
court house where the meetings took 
place. 

Featuring the constructive work of 
the meeting was the adoption of a re- 
vised constitution. This matter had been 
under consideration by a committee ap- 
pointed last year, of which President 
Ellis was chairman. In adopting the new 


“PROFIT” QUESTION STILL UP 


Will Be Threshed Out Finally at Com- 
missioners’ Meeting in California 
in Fall 


NEW YORK, July 27.—Underwrit- 
ers and state insurance officials aie 
still trying to reach an agreement as 
to “What Constitutes a Reasonable 
Underwriting Profit and the Method of 
Determining Same.” The subject was 
first broached at the annual meeting 
of the National Convention of Insur- 
ance Commissioners last year, and a 
special committee of the organization 
appointed to consider it. To cooperate 
with the state officials in the matter 
and to present the views of the -under- 
writers the National Board in turn 
named a committee composed of Wil- 
fred Kurth, Home (chairman); Shel- 
don Catlin, North America; James 
Wyper, Hartford Fire; J. E. Lopez, 
Continental, and Hugh R. Loudon, 
Liverpool & London & Globe. 
There are still several phases of the 
general proposition upon which the 
conferees are not yet in accord, and 
these will be threshed out at the an- 
nual meeting of the National Conven- 
tion of Insurance Commissioners at 
Los Angeles in September. In addi- 
tion to members of the National Board 
committee already named, it is prob- 
able that the underwriters’ case will 
be presented by President C. J. Hol- 
man of the California, Vice-President 
John Marshall of the Fireman’s Fund, 
and possibly others of the far West- 
ern company men. 

A partial answer to the questions 
propounded by the insurance commis- 
sioners was furnished through the me- 
dium of a booklet issued by the ac- 


tuarial committee of the National 
Board a couple of months ago. The 
subject is a broad one, containing 


varying factors not easily determin- 
able, and it is the latter upon which 
an agreement will be sought at the 
California conference in the early fall. 








Association has pioneered the way for 
obtaining greater and more satisfac- 
tory progress by all organizations of 
this character. Under ihe old form the 
burden of active work usually reverted 
to two or three of the officers. Only in 
rare instances could successful team- 
work be secured. 

The big improvement in the constitu- 
tion comes from making the first vice- 
president the chairman of the executive 
committee by virtue of his election. The 
president and vice-president together 
chose the executive committee. This 
insures in the Georgia association a 
team of nine workers, each selected with 
the primary object of giving service to 
the organization at all times. They are 
chosen only after promising to devote 
at least as much time and energy to the 
work as the president and vice-presi- 
dent. The secretary-treasurer is made 
an appointee of the executive commit- 
tee, paid a salary and required to fur- 
nish a bond. The graded dues were 
changed to make the minimum $6, where 
the annual business is $10,000 or less, 
up to $25, where it is $100,000 or more. 

Summarized, the resolutions adopted 
at the meeting were as follows: That 
the charter be renewed, as there are 
many advantages through operating as 
a corporation; that the association apply 
for membership in the U. S, Chamber of 
Commerce; endorsed the action of the 
Louisville Board in Booker & Kinnaird 
case; holds that casualty insurance ex- 
pirations belong to the agent just as 
do fire insurance expirations; condemned 
the appointment of non-recording 
agents; calls on companies and special 
agents to discontinue the indiscriminate 
appointments of banks as agents, and 
commissioning agents who are not in- 
clined to become regular agents, such as 
those who control a single line or have 
a limited personal business to place. 

On the question of increased rates of 
commission, the resolution in full fol- 
lows: 

“While we believe that the increased 
cost of doing business justified our exec- 
utive committee in asking for an in- 
crease in agents’ commissions, we do 
not consider this the proper time to

THEFT RECORD BIG 


Results For First Six Months Show 
That Automobile Stealing 
Continues Unchecked 





HARD TO MEASURE HAZARD 





Real Solution of Problem Is Federal 
Registration Act Requiring Cer- 
tificate of Purchase 





In reviewing the automobile ingyr. 
ance experience for the first six months 
of this year, it is quite evident that the 
theft record is still the big factor t 
consider. Automobiles have been 59 
improved in construction, that mechan. 
ical defects that cause fires are to be 
found only in rare cases. Back fire js 
no longer a regular cause of automobile 
fires. Companies find that when there 
is a fire loss, the car is usually burned 
on the road and the fire is a result of 
moral hazard. If an automobile owner 
wants to burn up his car, he does the 
job while the machine is on the road 
and in some remote section of the coun 
try. 

Collision losses are, of course, ny 
merous, but not universal. There are 
many collision claims in the big cities, 
but in the small towns and on the 
farm, a serious collision loss is almost 
unknown. There will always be many 
collision losses in the large cities be 
cause of the great traffic congestion. 
In fact, companies do not expect that 
the collision loss ratio will be 
much reduced. The figure for the first 
half of this year is about average, But 
the theft record is the feature that re 
quires close watching. It is the great 
unknown quantity. Experience will 
show that out of so many cars insured, 
a given number will be damaged by 
fire or collision, but no such table has 
ever been worked out in regard to 
thefts, at least no table has ever been 
compiled that means anything or that 
could be used as an accurate guide. 


Theft Record Still High 


There has been no improvement in 
the theft experience this year. More 
cars are being stolen than ever before 
Certain big cities show signg of im 


later there is an epidemic of car steak 
ing and the record of the town that 
showed an improvement for a 
becomes unfavorable again. The com- 
panies cannot tell where they are going 
to be hit by automobile thieves. In 
the summer months it is found that 
thieves operate in the country sections 
much more generally than in the colder 
months. There have been many thefts 
of cars at summer resorts this year. 


Many Losses in Country 


Excursionists, tourists and cross 
country motorists have been losing 
their cars from country garages and 
parking places on the open roads 
great regularity this summer. In othet 
words, during the summer months, this 
year at least, the automobile thief has 
widened his circle of operations ands 
getting in his work in the rural com 
munities. It is an odd fact, that while 
automobile thieves are active in 
country communities this summef, they 
are not stealing the cars of farmers and 
small town residents as a rule, but att 
making awav with the property of 
city man who is in the country tei 
porarily for one reason or another. —

It is purely a matter 
of politics. If a town is not politically 
corrupt, the police department can curb 
the thefts of automobiles. For in- 
stance, Milwaukee has a law enforcing 
police department. It has common 
sense laws on the books regarding auto- 
mobile thieves and when a thief is caught 
he is punished. Political pull or red tape 
or delays are not in evidence in Mil- 
waukee. In a number of other large 
cities, that could be mentioned and 
where the situation is well known to 
automobile insurance men, thieves are 
allowed to go unpunished and the police 
authorities wink at the activities of 
automobile crooks. Organized gangs 
are paying for protection and as a re- 
sult, practically no improvement has 
been made in nearly all of the big cities 


where the theft experience has been | 


particularly unprofitable. There can be 
no great improvements in the theft rec- 
ords unless new and drastic tactics are 
adopted. 





Need Federal Registration Act 


All of the old methods for reducing 
thefts in the large cities have been 
tried and have been productive of no 
permanent results. What is really needed 
according to automobile men who have 
given some study to this question, is a 
federal registration law. Automobile 
men argue that a law should be framed 
providing for the registration of a_car 
in much the same manner that the deed 
to a piece of property is recorded. 

a bill of registration and sale accom- 
panied every car, and if it were gener- 
ally known by prospective automobile 
owners that this bill of sale and regis- 
tration must accompany the car, no 
thieves could dispose of a stolen machine 
who could not present to the assured 
this certificate of registration and sale. 
The car owner not possessing this docu- 
ment would on the face of it, be in 
possession of a stolen car. This plan 
would wipe out the market for stolen 
cars. At the present time, it is entirely 

too easy for a thief to dispose of a 

purloined machine. 


Stolen Cars Easy to Sell 


It is no trouble at all for a crook 
to sell a stolen car to any number of 
garage owners in the larger cities. This 
fact makes automobile stealing a very 
attractive occupation. If automobile 
owners had to register their cars and 
had to pass on to a new owner, a certifi- 
eate of registration it would mean the 
practical elimination of automobile 
thefts. Some states, Minnesota for in- 
stance, have passed such an act, but no 
very great reform can be accomplished 
by action of this kind on the part of 
individual states. In order to really curb 
theft, a federal law Will have to be 
enacted. Crooks have more respect for 
federal laws, They know that an offense 
against the federal government is a 
serious thing. 


Solution of Problem 


Automobile underwriters feel that the 
theft record is as low now as it ever 
will be unless legislation of this kind 
is put into effect. In fact, it is only 
reasonable to expect that with more cars 
being sold every year, the theft record 
will naturally increase under the law. of 
averages. The more cars sold, the more 
thefts there will be. Unless a federal 
automobile registration act is written 
into the statute books, the companies 
can expect the theft record to mount 
each year. <A federal registration law 
would put a quick stop to automobile 
thefts and would entirely eliminate the 
market for stolen cars. It is the one 
solution of the theft problem.

ance. The leaflet reads as follows: 
Transcripts of leases are of public 
record usually in the county clerk’s office. 
Information so obtained affords material 
for intelligent and effective soliciting 
effort, 

The occupant or lessee of a building is 
exposed to financial loss usually unex- 
pected when as the result of fire he is 
deprived of the use of the premises held 
under lease. 

_The value of such use or interest is a 
distinct and legitimate subject for in- 
surance. 


Rental Insurance 


If the lease of a building is not, as is 
usual, terminated by fire destruction and 
the lessee is under obligation to pay rent 
regardless of interruption, rental insur- 
ance is the proper medium for covering 
his loss. 

The use and service of a building may 
be suspended or destroyed, but can be 
restored or duplicated, there or else- 
where in time. Business interruption in- 
surance provides the means of covering 
the loss resulting from interruption by 
fire of usefulness of the premises. 

When a term lease yielding a profit to 
a tenant is ended in the middle of a term 
by fire or otherwise the lessee’s loss is 
final and total as the owner may restore 
or rebuild the building, but the advan- 
tage of higher current rental values will 
Such ten- 


leasehold insurance. 


Leasehold Value 


All that is subject to leasehold insur- 
ance is the value of the lease over and 
above what the lessee pays in rent to 
the owner. If the premises are sublet 
the rent paid by the subtenant in excess 
of the rent paid to the owners by the 
lessee measures the value of the insur- 
able leasehold. The rental value to the 
lessee when he occupies the building 
himself is the amount for which he could 
sublet or the amount he would be re- 
quired to pay for space equivalent in a 
neighborhood of like desirability under 
equally attractive surroundings and con- 
ditions. The insurable value of a lease- 
hold is a diminishing quantity and van- 
ishes entirely with the termination of 
the lease. 

It is measured in dollars and cents by 
ascertaining the net monthly rental value 
of the lease, deducting from it the 
amount to be paid to the owner monthly 
in rent (giving effect to maintenance 
charges, tax and other obligations which 
the lease may impose on the tenant) and 
multiplying the residue by the number 
of months of life remaining in the lease. 
To arrive at the value added to a lease- 
hold by a renewal option consideration 
must be given to such increase in rent or 
other obligations for the extended term 
as may be provided for in the lease. 


Appreciation of Leasehold Value 


The quantity of the leasehold that is 
insurable (that is the lease value in ex- 
cess of the rent paid) may be created in 
many ways—by improvement to the 
premises in buildings or surroundings 
by the lessee; by changes in character 
of the neighborhood; by business center 
shiftings; by transportation improve- 
ments; by increased population; in- 
creases in costs of labor and material; 
by retarded general building operations 
and by other readily recognized causes. 

The value of a leasehold is equally 
sensitive to causes that operate in re- 
verse to the foregoing and bring about 
reduction. The building may deteriorate 
from neglect, failure of restoration to 
keep pace with depreciation, new ad- 
joining buildings may interfere with 
light or air, bring undesirable neighbors 
or objectionable processes; a trade cen- 
ter may move; transportation facilities 
may be curtailed or discontinued; popu- 
lation may reduce or move to other sec- 
tions; reduction in costs may invite

Therefore, there is always a speculative 
factor that must be recognized in such 
transactions. 

In states where the common law has 
not been supplanted by a statute a lessee 
must pay rent for the full term of the 
lease regardless of whether or not the 
building is destroyed, unless a clause in 
the lease expressly provides to the con- 
trary. The statutes in the other states 
speak for themselves. Leasehold insur- 
ance is acceptable only in connection 
with leases that by statute or by express 
provisions are terminated by fire. 


Underwriting Essentials 


To intelligently underwrite leasehold 
insurance it is necessary to know and 
disclose the unexpired term of the lease 
and the monthly value of the leasehold in 
excess of the rent paid. Insurance should 
be carried for amounts equal to such 


of months still unexpired under the lease. 
If estimated, the process of arriving at 
the value should be known and explained 
before accepting the risk in order that 
judgment may be exercised in deciding 
as to its fair reasonableness. It is de- 
sirable to have the policy form quote in 
full the “fire clause” in the lease to avoid 
misunderstandings as to the condition 
under which fire damage can terminate 
the lease. The policy should limit claims 
to the value of the lease for its unex- 
pired time from the date of the fire in 
order that the amount collectible will be 
reduced ratably by months during the 
tenure of the policy. The form must pro- 
vide that should the building be made 
partially untenantable by fire but not ex- 
tensive enough to terminate the lease the 
claim will be baséd on the stated monthly 
value for the period the premises are not 
tenantable. 

The rate for leasehold insurance in the 
absence of requirement by local rate 
making authorities is the same as for the 
building.

Interest Collected on Money Paid in 
Advance of Terms of the 
Lease 


Companies writing leasehold insur- 
ance have realized recently that many 
of the forms now in use are dangerous. 
For instance, leasehold business is 
often written for a long term of years. 
A property owner may have a leasehold 
value of $1,000 annually, which is in- 
sured for $10,000 over a period of ten 
years. If a fire should occur during 
the first year, the company carrying 
the busiriess would have to pay out 
$10,000 in a lump sum, whereas if the 
assured simply collected his profits 
under the ordinary operation of the 
lease, he would only take in $1,000 each 
| year. It would take ten years for him 
to receive the entire $10,000. Yet un- 
der the operation of most leasehold 
policies, the companies pay out the 
entire face of the policy at one time 
without deducting interest. 

This has been regarded as one of the 
evil features of the leasehold contracts 
that have been written up to date. 


Text of New Form 


Recognizing this, the Insurance Com- 
pany of North America has just gotten 
out a new leasehold value form that 
regulates this condition and creates a 
contract that is equitable to the com- 
pany as well as to the assured. The 
North America’s new form is shown 
below: 

The term “leasehold interest” as used 
herein is hereby defined as the increased 
rental value of the described premises to 
the insured in excess of the rental paid 
by him under the described lease. 

In event of loss or damage by fire dur- 
ing the term hereof, this Company shall 
be liable for its proportion of the actual 
loss of such leasehold value which at 
the date of this policy is estimated at 

It is understood and agreed that the 
amount of this policy shall be auto- 
matically reduced in the amount of 
Sieass.s * at the end of each calendar 
month after date, and in event of can- 
cellation of the lease by fire in accord- 
ance with the conditions of the Fire 
Clause hereinbefore quoted, this Com- 
pany shall be liable to the insured for 
actual loss sustained to not exceeding 
whatever amount of insurance remains 
in force at the date of the fire less a 
reduction of the legal rate of interest for 
all payments made more than sixty days 
in advance of the time when such in- 
creased rental value would have been 
realized by the insured in the ordinary 
course of business had lease not been 
terminated. 

It is further understood and agreed 
that if the premises be rendered wholly 
untenantable by a fire and the lease not 
canceled, this Company will be liable for 
loss as above at the rate of not ex- 
ceeding $...... * per month (and if par- 
tially unteuantable, a pro rata proportion 
thereof) for the length of time required 
to render the premises fit for occupancy. 
In no case shall this company be liable 
for a greated amount than that specified 
in this policy. 

In case the insured and this company

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HAIL BUSINESS SHOWS 
PROFIT THIS SEASON 


Losses to Date Below Average and 
Much of Crop Has Been 
Harvested 


DECREASE IN PREMIUMS 


Total Volume Only 70 Percent of Last 
Year’s Writings—Features 
of Season 





There is every indication at this time 
that companies writing hail insurance 
_will show a profit on their operations in 
the hail field this year. The selling 
season is just about over. Practically 
no new business is coming in from 
any locality. In the southwestern 
states the corps have all been harvested 
and hail adjusters are this week paying 
off the last of the hail losses. In Kan- 
sas and Nebraska, rapid progress is 
being made in the harvesting of the 
crop and within another week or ten 
days, the bulk of the grain grown in 
Kansas this year will be cut, thrashed 
and stored. The hail liability is, there- 
fore, rapidly going off the books, as the 
crop is being harvested. Grain still 
stands in the fields in North and South 
Dakota, Minnesota and Montana, but 
losses in these states have not been 
heavy up to date. A continuance of 
the loss record made up to this time 
would mean a very fair profit on this 
year’s hail writings. 

Slump in Premiums 


: The feature of this years’ hail bus- 
iness is the fact that the total volume 
for all companies will only be about 70 
percent of last year’s record and, on 
the average, the big hail writing com- 
panies will, when the season is finished, 
have collected only about 50 percent 
of the hail premiums written last year. 
[The principal cause of this slump in 


panies, is the fact that this year 29 
companies commenced writing hail bus- 
iness for the first time. Naturally a 
great deal of business went to them. 
In addition, the crop acreage this year 
was smaller and weather conditions 
during the earlier part of the season 
were very poor. The season was back- 
ward. Hail writing agents could not 
get started at the time when hail bus- 
iness is usually written. 


Where Losses Have Occurred 


Losses in the southwest this year 
were about the same as during the 
1919 season. In Kansas and Nebraska, 
the companies are apparently going to 
escape with fewer losses. In both 
states there have been many claims, 
but few for large amounts. Up to 
date, the Western Adjustment has 
settled 5,000 losses in Nebraska and 
6,000 in Kansas. The companies have 
been hit hardest in Colorado, where 
losses on all sorts of crops and in all 
sections of the state have been heavy. 
There have been some big losses in the 
Platte Valley section of South Dakota, 
in Charles Mix County. There have 
been fewer losses in Minnesota this 
year than usual, but the companies 
expect that there will be the usual 
number of claims from North Dakota. 
The records show that the companies 
have to pay losses in North Dakota 
whether there are any hail storms or 
not. Most of the hail writing com- 
panies did not write any business in 
that tier of counties in southern central 
North Dakota, bordering on the South 
Dakota line. This section of North

Announcement has been made that 
the Hartford Fire is now issuing pol- 
icies to indemnify exhibitors and oper- 
ators of amusement concessions and 
owners of race-horse tracks against 
loss caused by excessive rainfall. 
Losses are not covered unless there is 
2-10ths of an inch rainfall during the 
day. The rates of the new policies run 
from 10 to 15 percent according to 
the location of the risk. 

In compiling its rates for this new 
form of policy, the Hartford Fire used 
the report of the United States 
Weather Bureau for the entire country. 

Although a majority of insurance 
men feel that rain insurance is a 
gamble, the Hartford Fire takes the 
opposite view. It believes that written 
as a business venture, with rates care- 
fully drawn up from the weather re- 
ports, this line should prove to be a 
profitable venture.

Liability Well Seattered 


At the present time, it is safe to say 
that barring a most unusual number 
of severe hail storms, no one _ hail 
company can be. knocked out of the 
profit column this year, because the 
liability has been so well scattered.

Crops Heavy in Northwest 


Hail insurance men in the northwest 
say that in Montana the largest crop in 
the history of the state will be harvested 
this -year. Crop conditions in Montana 
have been good and the largest volume 
of hail business on record was secured 
this year by Montana local agents. The 
crops in North Dakota will be larger 
than in any year since 1916. The state 
hail fund got most of the business in 
South Dakota this year, and there have 
been a number of rather bad hail storms 
in the state. The state fund has encoun- 
tered some trouble in securing competent 
help and as a consequence has been com- 
pelled to hire local men prejudiced in 
favor of the farmers t6 adjust their 
losses. The adjusters, according to re- 
ports from insurance men, have been 
very liberal in their settlements and as 
a result there has been a heavy drain on 
the funds of the state in order to pay 
the hail losses. 

Colorado is perhaps the most difficult 
state from an underwriting standpoint. 
It is a state of diversified crops. In 
Colorado melons, beats, peas, grapes and 
vine crops are grown in abundance in 
addition to wheat and corn. Companies 
have found it almost impossible to se- 
cure adjusters competent to intelligently 
handle hail losses in Colorado. It hap- 
pens that this year the losses in the 
state have been very heavy and because 
of the difficulty in settling the claims 
there has been more or less dissatisfac- 
tion on the part of policyholders.

ance on corn this year than ever before. 
In addition to writing the corn itself, 
the companies for an additional 2 per- 
cent premium insure the fodder. Special 
adjusters have to be employed to settle 
corn losses. It has been found that a 
hail storm may at some stages of the 
development of the crop strip the corn 
or injure the stalk so as to cause a total 
loss, while the same damage at another 
time in the season might mean only a 
small loss. It is impossible for an in- 
experienced man to determine the 
amount of damage done to a corn crop 
by hail. It is a much more difficult prop- 
osition than the settlement of a hail loss 
on wheat. The results this year show 
that it pays farmers to insure the fodder. 
Many times this year, adjusters found 
ears of corn entirely destroyed, but the 
stalks standing, and the farmer was 
able to harvest his crop of stalks, thus 
getting some salvage out of the loss. 
The crop itself is often ruined, but the 
farmer can harvest the fodder. There 
was a stronger demand than usual in 
the corn belt this season for hail insur- 
ance on corn. Some of this business is 
still being written. 
Much Cotton Uninsured 


Companies writing business in the 
southwest say that much cotton was 
uninsured this year. Cotton growers 
have never been particularly enthusiastic 
about hail insurance. They are much 
more liable to let their crops go unin- 
sured than the owner of a few hundred 
acres of growing wheat or corn. Many 
owners of cotton plantations seem to 
feel that there is no great need of hail 
insurance and year after year fail to 
invest in hail insurance protection.

Object to Collision Rates

fication given their city which is now 
in the same territory group as New 
York. So far as can be ascertained 
every conference company is holding 
steadfastly to the tariffs here, with the 
result that the business is going in 
large volume to non-conference stock 
offices and reciprocal concerns. Agents 
controlling heavy amounts of aute 
mobile insurance have taken the rep 
resentation of non-affiliated companies 
and in some instances the latter have 
been shrewd enough to insist that in 
consideration for helping out on auto 
mobile lines the local men give thema 
fair share of their desirable fire ri 
as well.

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Agents and the‘Broker Issue 


NATURALLY one of the big questions 
before the NationaL AssocriaTION oF IN- 
SURANCE AGENTS is the proper regulation 
of brokerage business. The agents them- 
selves appreciate the fact that the broker 
is here to stay and that there is enough 
business to attract him. It is natural that 
big concerns with financial control in Jarge 
cities should gravitate to the brokers there. 

Big brokerage offices have equipped 
themselves with expert service of various 
kinds that is attractive to the assured. 
With his engineering, legal, rating, under- 
writing and inspection service a broker 
has a good talking point, especially when 
it comes to large property interests. Where 
a concern has a number of plants, located 
here and there, and its headquarters are 
in a big city, it is natural that the manage- 
ment should desire the insurance consoli- 
dated in one office. There are legitimate 
channels, therefore, along which broker- 
age business will flow, despite anything 
the agents can do. It is not possible to 
control all business locally. 

The question concerning agents, there- 
fore, is how to protect their own legiti- 
mate rights and curtail the abuse of the 
brokerage practice. 

In the first place, the agents themselves 
must equip their offices with as expert 
service as they can. This means that the 
agent himself must be a real student of 
the business. He must be more than a 
mere commission grabber. He must take 
the line of each assured and give it real 
thought. The assured looks to him for 
advice. He is supposed to be intelligent 
and well informed on insurance. The 
day is past when the agent can simply 
solicit the business, write the policy, col- 
lect the premium and let it go at that. He 
must be a real insurance doctor, and be 
able to diagnose a case. 

If the broker is so far ahead of the 
agent in expert equipment, the business 
naturally will follow the broker. The 
proper thing for the agents is to fight the 
broker with his own fire and be just as 
expert as he is. It may not be possible 
for the local agents in the smaller places 
to provide themselves with an extensive 
technical equipment, but the local agent 
himself or the heads of an office can cer- 
tainly become expert and render high- 
grade service. He should be able to con- 
trol the business in his town that is owned 
locally, and all property where the execu- 
tive offices remain in his city. 


At the recent Richmond meeting of the 
National association, W. M. Ramey of 
New Orleans, discussed the brokerage 
subject and left a general rule to follow 
that strikes us to be eminently fair. Here 
is a paragraph from his address: 

“If by the rules and regulations of vari- | 
ous bureaus and associations the agents | 
are bound by certain requirements and re- 
strictions as to forms as well as to rates, | 
while the broker is a law unto himself, it | 
will be seen at once that ‘companies writing | 
business under the broker’s forms place a 
weapon in his hands that makes him in- | 
vincible. Unfortunately, this is too often | 
the case and largely accounts for the enor- 
mous development of brokerage business 
within the last few years. What is the 
remedy for this? Simply that companies 
doing an agency business must be asked 
to agree that they will not accept and 
bind business from brokers in territory 
where they are represented by agents un- 
less the forms, as well as the rates com- 
ply with the rules and regulations of bu- 
reaus operating in said territory.” 

We believe that in making this request, 
the agents are asking no more than is 
fair and right. They should be put on an 
equality with the brokers, when it comes 
to rates and forms. The broker should 
not be able to get any more from the 
companies than the agents. If the broker 
is equipped to offer a larger service, he 
will probably have a greater argument. 
That is up to the agent and the broker. 
So far as the company is concerned, the 
agent must be favored if there is any 
favoritism to be shown. 

Where large brokers are able to grant 
special privileges that companies do not 
allow agents, prejudice is created and the 
agents are lead to believe that companies 
are not acting on the square. The agents 
recognize the fact that it is impossible 
today for them to control all the business 
in their locality. If a large business has 
its headquarters in a distant city, the local 
agents can hope for nothing else than the 
usual brokerage for countersigning the 
policies. At the same time they are en- 
titled to have their rights respected by 
their companies and in demanding that 
they be put on a parity with the brokers 
so far as forms and rates are concerned 
and in asking that the brokers be obliged 
to observe the local rules and rates, they 
are well within their bounds and this re- 
quest should be observed.

Anyone who figures that his big pink 
hand is soft, and undertakes to roll it, 
may find that they have a couple of 
broken bones in his own mitt, and that 
very shortly. The judge has the repu- 
tation of having the strongest grip of 
any man in Kentucky. 

One chap who thinks he has a power- 
ful grip in commenting on the judge’s 
grip said: “The judge has a hand as 
big as a ham. It looks soft and pink, 
and some of these fellows who think 
they have a good grip, figure that they'll 
give him a little paint. However, while 


the judge isn’t in the habit of ‘squash- | 


ing’ friendly hands, what he does to 
these would-be ‘squashers’ is a crime. 
He generally has them on their knees 
begging for mercy.” 

Charlie Springer, assistant manager 
of the Kentucky Actuarial Bureau, is 
another Kentucky insurance man with

Religious Controversy Caused Great 
Embarrassment at Annual Conven- 
tion of Fire Chiefs Association 


—_—_—_——— 


TORONTO, ONT., July 28.—Four 
days before the close of his first term 
of one year the International Associa- 
tion of Fire Engineers accepted the 
resignation of John Kenlon, chief of 
the New York fire department, as its 
president. Chief Kenlon asked the 
convention to pass on his resignation 
after the board of directors of the or- 
ganization had refused to sustain what 
he believed to be his constitutional 
right to choose the minister who should 
give the invocation at the memorial 
services. Religious prejudice in To- 
ronto is so strong at this time due to 
England’s difficulty with Ireland that 
the local authorities of Toronto refused 
to take part in a program which should 
include a Catholic clergyman. Chief 
Kenlon had already asked the local 
archbishop of the Catholic church to 
act and believed his own honor would 
be violated if he accepted the action of 
his executive committee which_ over- 
ruled him. The archbishop willingly 
withdrew when Chief Kenlon handed 
in his resignation. It was accepted. 
The custom of the association seems 
to have been to leave the appointment 
involved to local authorities. 

Chief Kenlon had wrought striking 
results in his first year of service, 
launching the association in a promis- 
ing standardization program involving 
ten special committees that reported 
this year. Monday and Tuesday the 
convention considered two of these re- 
ports. With its president who formu- 
lated the program away from the chair 
the convention is having difficulty in 
getting down to rapid and purposeful 
discussion. 


COMPLAIN OF A RECIPROCAL 





Say That This Misrepresentation Was 
Made in Selling Policies in 
Two Indiana Counties 





Before a hearing of the Indiana de- 
f partment representative of the Illinois 
Automobile Insurance Exchange of 
Bloomington, Ill., have agreed to ad- 
just the cases of a number of Tipton 
and Hamilton county, Ind., subscribers 
to the exchange. Complaint was made 
that an agent of the concern, working 
in the two counties, had misrepresented 
the contracts he sold. He was said to 
have been offering complete coverage, 
fire, theft, collision and liability in the 
contract, which did not exist in a num- 
ber of contracts delivered. This agent 
is said to have sold the contracts with- 
out having a copy of the contract with 
him. When the contracts were deliv- 
ered the features that he is alleged to 
have offered in the contract were found 
wanting when a loss occurred. Policy- 
holders in some cases immediately dis- 
covered that the contracts did not have 
all the provisions that the agent is said 
to have represented when they at- 
tempted to have their loss claims ad- 
justed.

Eastern Automobile Underwriters Hope | 
Session in Chicago Next Week 
Will Bring Definite Result 





NEW YORK, July 28—With ex- 
ception of the New England and the 
Western Conference the various sec- 
tional automobile underwriting organi- 
zations of the country have all met 
recently and suggested representatives 
for membership upon the important 
committees, viz., the governing, forms, 
rating and statistics of the National 
Automobile Underwriters’ Conference. 
The New England Association will | 
hoid its gathering the latter part of 
the present week, while the Western 
Conference is expected to meet in Chi- 
cago on August 5. When all of the 
divisional organizations are heard 
from, President Bulkley of the National 
Conference will announce full commit- 
tee memberships, and the parent body | 
will be able to vigorously consider a 
number of important matters now 
awaiting attention. The experience of 
membership companies with respect to 
collision losses is being gathered, and 
henceforth such data will be tabulated 
far more completely than it has been 
thus far. 





Data On Collision Losses 


Collision losses, particularly in the 
large cities, constitute a considerable 
percentage of the total automobile loss, 
and managers appreciate that with the 
rapidly growing number of motor cars 
being sold the hazard is bound to in- 


to gain as complete information upon 
the subject as is possible. The most 
disturbing situation in automobile circles 
continues to exist in the western terri- 
tory, and it is hoped that some solu- 
tion of a practical nature will result 
from the meeting of the western con- 
ference on Thursday of next week. E. 
A. Richards, secretary of the National 
Conference, was in Chicago for several 
days last week conferring with company 
managers regarding affairs in the west, 
and explaining certain phases in connec- 
tion with the reorganization of the na- 
tional association about which the un- 
derwriters were not altogether clear. 





Another important matter that wil} 
ave to be taken up when the standing 
committees of the national body are 
fully formed, is that of cooperation 
with the casualty offices. In certain 
points the interests of the fire and the 
casualty men overlap, leading to con- 
fusion and not infrequently to irrita- 
tion in an effort to iron out the 
difficulties a joint committee of the two 
interests has been working off and on 
for over a year, but thus far without 
appreciable result. That a proper solu- 
tion of the difficulties will eventually 
be reached is considered certain, all con- 
cerned being anxious to effect an 
amicable understanding. 


Washington Marine’s Plans 


NEW YORK, July 28—The Washing- 
ton Marine plans to appoint a successor 
to A. E. White, recently resigned ag 
manager of its automobile insurance de. 
partment, and continue that branch of 
the business, which under Mr. White’s 
administration supplied the company a 
fine profit.

STRIKE POLICIES CANCELLED 


The Industrial Reciprocal Exchange 
of Aurora, IIl., which issues strike in- 





surance policies, has canceled a num- 
ber of policies issued since last October 
to box manufacturers in Minnesota and 
Wisconsin, because of their alleged 
failure to give certain information in 
the insurance applications. Liability

Rufus M. Potts of Chicago, the attor- 
ney for the exchange, notified its attor- 
ney-in-fact that subscribers had fulf 
knowledge of the demands of the threat 
to strike set forth in the resolution by 
the union and knew that a strike was 
inevitable long before the policy had 
been applied for would expire unless 
the demands were granted. He said 
that the subscribers involved in an- 
swering the questions in the applica- 
tion withheld all information disclosed 
by the resolution passed by the union. 
Mr. Potts declares that the withholding 
of this information and failure to an- 


‘swer all questions truthfully and cor- 


rectly is actual, legal and constructive 
fraud. Mr. Potts therefore states that 
it would appear to be the duty of the 
attorney-in-fact to give a cancellation 
notice, making a return of the premium.

Companies Operating in Ohio Report 
Gains for First Six Months— 
Conditions in State 





COLUMBUS, O., July 14—With 
practically no exception, all companies 
operating in Ohio reported a decided 
increase in premiums for the first six 
months of the year. Ohio is a state 
of diversified interests, and there has 
been no slump of any kind in the more 
jmportant industries. Field men in Ohio 
say that competition in the state has 
become very keen, owing to the fact 
that many new compaies have entered 
the state during the last year. New 
companies, and older ones that are just 
branching out, look upon Ohio as a 
fertile field. The pressure of this new 
competition has been felt by some of 
the companies that have been operat- 
ing in the state for many years, as they 
have been forced to divide their busi- 
ness in some agencies with the new 
arrivals. : 

Losses in Ohio for the first six 
months of the year have been favor- 
able. The companies have had a rather 
poor experience. on foundries in the 
state, but, on the whole, losses were 
below normal. Field men say that 
there have been several fires in the fac- 
tories that were devoted to war work 
until the signing of the armistice. 
These plants have been shifted back 
to a peace time basis, but have had 
little attention in the way of repairs 
and alterations. A number of factories 
of this kind received rough usage dur- 
ing the period of heavy production, 
and are now in a somewhat depreciated 
condition. However, they are kept in 


use, even though in a poor state of 








repair. Many field men have kept a 
record of these plants and are not in- 
clined to increase their lines when the 
request is made. 





Fire Hazard Is Increased 


COLUMBUS, O., July 29—The coal 
shortage is causing an additional hazard 
in farming communities according to re- 
ports received by general and special fire 
insurance agents. Blocked in getting 
the necessary coal to operate threshing 
engines, the operators, in order to save 
the wheat which is deteriorating rapidly 
because of excessive rains, have been 
firing their boilers with old fence rails 
and other wood. The sparks from the 
wood scatter much faster than from coal 
and as nearly all of the threshing is done 
near barns, an additional hazard is pre- 
sented, Threshers have been warned that 
the use of wood constitutes an extra 
hazard and that the continued use will 
mean the cancellation of the policies on 
the adjacent farm property. 


Indiana Notes 


J. T. Claman, a prominent local agent 
at Hillsboro, Ind., was instantly killed 
Sunday evening when an automobile in 
which he was riding was struck by a 
freight train at the Big Four crossing in 
Anderson, Ind. 

Several changes in the ownership of 
local agencies have been taking place in 
the last few months in Indiana. John 
Anderson, at Sanborn, Ind., has disposed 
of his agency and will devote his time to 
his other business interests at Sanborn. 
J. A. Sowers at Pence, Ind., has sold his 
agency and will devote his entire time to 
the furthering of his cther mercantile 
business at Pence. 

Frank Geis, for many years in the 
local agency business at Brookville, 
Ind., died at his home in Brookville on 
July 9th, at the age of 72. He had been 
in poor health for some time but con- 
tinued to come to his office daily up to 
within a few days of his death. He will 
be succeeded in the local agency by his 
son, George A. Geis.

Suggestion to Indiana Agents 


Indiana agents who send their daily 
reports to companies via the Indiana 
Audit Bureau could lessen the labors of 
the general offices if they would at once 
comply with such suggestions as are 
sent them by the bureau, from time to 
time, in connection with business re- 
ported, remarked a well known exam- 
irer, 

If, when a daily report is received at 
bureau headquarters, it is found neces- 
sary to criticise a rate or form, a yellow 
slip showing the criticism is sent to the 
agent and a blue carbon attached to the 
daily report and sent on to the company. 
Now, under the present method in In- 
diana, the corrections called for by the 
Indiana Audit Bureau are as inflexible 
as the laws of the Medes and Persians. 
Hence, upon receiving such, an agent 
should attend to the matter at once and 
not hold off until the company writes 
him, as write it will if the change be 
not made within a reasonable time. A 
great many agents are prompt in com- 
pliance while some are not. If the lat- 
ter would fall into line, much corre- 
spondence would be avoided.

The high cost of building materials is 
helping the Indiana local agent at pres- 
ent as the assessment companies have 
been forced to assess their policyholders 
for large amounts, A loss of one hun- 
dred dollars today is estimated by a field 
man to have cost a company ten years 
ago about twenty dollars and as the as- 
sessment companies have not increased 
their provision for losses they have to 
make larger assessments. Many of these 
companies, instead of assessing their 
policyholders for large sums, are said to 
have borrowed large sums of money, at 
a high rate of interest, to take care of 
their present losses and to keep from 
creating dissatisfaction among their pol- 
icyholders. The field men think that a 
local agent who is on the job need not 
worry about the competition offered by 
assessment companies. 


7 Passes Double Platoon Bill 


The special session of the Indiana leg- 
islature, now convened, has passed a iaw 
providing for a two-platoon system in 
every regularly-organized paid fire de- 
partment in Indiana, after Jan. 1, 1921. 
The law provides for a tax to be levied 
as may be necessary on all taxable prop- 
erty of the city or town in order to pay 
the increased cost of the departments. 


The measure includes Indianapolis and 
all other cities having an organized fire 
department, At present Fort Wayne is 
the only city in the state having the 
two-platoon system. If this:measure be- 
comes a law it will largely increase the 
cost of fire protection in Indiana. 


Injunction Granted Detroit 


DETROIT, MICH., July 26—Acting 
upon testimony of Jay Wilson McKee, 
agent for the Union of London, Judge 
Clyde I. Webster of the Wayne circuit 
court, has granted an injunction, re- 
straining Louis Buono, Ignatz Caruso, 
Joseph Di Giowani and Vito Barisi from 
starting action to collect insurance on 
horses from the Union, 

Mr. McKee testified that in January, 
1918, he went to a barn at 246 Catherine 
street, at the request of Di Giovani, and 
insured horses and harness for $1,000. 
A few days later he insured four horses 
for Ignatz Caruso for $4,500, at 227 
Maple street. And a short time later 
he insured five horses for Vito Barisi, 
at 207 Waterloo street, for $1,800. Then 
Di Giovani moved to a larger barn at 
401 East Lafayette boulevard and McKee 
insured an additional four horses for 
$1,400. 

On March 11, 1918, according to Mr. 
McKee’s testimony, all of the barns 
burned to the ground within two hours 
of each other. Each barn revealed the 
same number of burned horses, but Mr. 
McKee claimed they were not the bodies 
of the horses he had insured. The dead 
horses were ill fed and scrawny and the 
ones McKee insured, he said, were large, 
healthy animals. 

The policies were cancelled and an in- 
junction granted by default. 





Taken for Revenue Agents

side’ towns in Vigo county, Ind. In 
company with one of the Terre Haute’s 
leading local agents and a large touring 
car with a chauffeur they no doubt made 
an impressive appearance.

COURT SETS ASIDE DECISION 








Verdict Favoring Phoenix of Hartford 
Rendered by Supreme Court in 
Interesting Missouri Case 





The Kansas City court of appeals has 
set aside a judgment of the circuit court 
of Saline county, Mo., in favor of Baker 
& Lasley of Marshall, Mo., against the 
Phoenix of Hartford and the case will 
be retried. The court held that the 
jury should have been permitted to 
pass upon the evidence. A review of 
the case shows that the company denied 
liability under a policy for $1,325 ona 
stock of merchandise effective April 14, 
1917, to run one year. The store was 
destroyed by fire April 12, 1918, about 
midnight. In arguing its case, the com- 
pany contended that the goods de- 
stroyed were not worth the amount 
claimed and that the assured had not 
complied with the provision of the iron 
safe clause. : 

Baker & Lasley offered oral testi- 
mony that they had complied with the 


goods at the time of the fire was worth 
over $6,000 and that they kept proper 
books of their business. Their oral 
testimony also set forth that these ac- 
count books were kept in a fireproof 
safe in the store, and that the night 
the fire occurred they left the store 
about 9 o’clock after closing and lock- 
ing the safe. Also that between 9 P. M. 
and midnight fire broke out and de- 
stroyed the building and _ contents. 
Further testimony showed that  be- 
fore the fire had entirely consumed the 
building they found the safe with the 
door standing about one-quarter open; 
that all their book accounts, invoices 
and papers, together with an inventory 
of the stock taken about two weeks 
before, were in the safe and that every- 
thing was burned with the exception 0 
a few pennies. There was an intima- 
tion in the testimony that burglars had 
entered the store, which accounted for 
the safe being open. 

The court in handing down its de- 
cision pointed out that the plaintiffs 
testimony was all oral testimony. 
property was of a character that fluc- 
tuated in quantity and value and the 
evidence as introduced by the plaintift 
showed that it did fluctuate. “Under 
the circumstances,” asks the court, “was 
not the credibility of the evidence sup 
porting the plaintiff's case a matter or 
the jury to pass upon?” Concluding, 
Judge Trimble, who rendered the de 
cision, says: “We think that the it- 
struction given by Judge Davis for 
jury to find for the plaintiffs in the 
sum sued for should not have 
given.” 


Reynolds Sells Out Interest 
Wilson B. Reynolds has disposed 
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Rathburn Company of Fremont, Neb. Mr. 
Reynolds has been engaged in the insur- 
ance business in Fremont for 14 years, 
starting as a stenographer and clerk in 
a local agency. The firm of Colson & 
Reynolds was organized in 1910. In 
1918, Mr. Reynolds acquired all but a few 
shares of stock and a complete reorgani- 
zation followed. John K. Morrison, who 
was state agent of the Home in Ne- 
braska, and M. C. Rathburn, chief ex- 
aminer in the western department of the 
Liverpool & London & Globe, were 
brought into partnership. This agency 
not only does a local business, but has 
the general agency for a number of com- 
panies. Mr. Reynolds has sold out his 
holdings entirely and has not decided 
what line he will follow in the future, 
although he will in all likelihood engage 
in the insurance business in some ca- 
pacity. The agency has a fine business 
and is well managed. 





St. Louis Fire Protection 


The gross fire loss in St. Louis for the 
past 5-year period as given in the fire 
department records amounted to $9,411,- 
681; the annual loss ranged between 
$1,423,061 in 1915 and $2,518,242 in 1918. 
The average annual number of actual 
fires was 3,730, ranging between 2,329 in 
1916 and 4,706 in 1917, with an average 
loss per fire of $505, a low figure. Based 
on an average population of 746,000, the 
average number of fires per 1,000 popu- 
lation was 5.02 a high number and the 
average loss per capita was $2.53 a mod- 
erate figure. 

As to the fire fighting facilities in St. 
Louis, the National Board says: 

“Water supply from inexhaustible 
source and mainly reliable; adequate 
quantities for fire protection generally 
available but seriously reduced under 
maximum consumption conditions. Fire 
department fairly adequate and well 
equipped but poorly trained in modern 
methods. Fire alarm system unreliable, 
due to serious overloading of headquar- 
ters equipment and circuits, and inter- 
fering type of boxes; telephone service 
inadequate.” 

As to the conflagration hazard it says: 

“In the congested value district, re- 
cent construction has tended to reduce 
the conflagration hazard. The potential 
hazard is still high, except in the central 
and southwestern parts where it is mod- 
erate, due to grouping of fireproof con- 
struction. The large number of auto- 
matic sprinkler equipments and the 
amount of fireproof construction reduce 
the probability feature. The water sup- 
ply is mainly adequate and the fire de- 
partment fairly efficient and _ well 
equipped. Serious fires are probable, in- 
volving several blocks, but only under 
adverse conditions should a general con- 
flagration result. Outside of the con- 
gested value district, the hazard is 
largely local and in residential portions 
it is very low.” 


Keokuk Is Rerated 


DES MCINES, IA., July 27—The Iowa 
Insurance Service Bureau has just com- 
pleted rerating Keokuk, Ia., and has put 
it in Class 7 by the new method, or Class 
4 under the old method. The city has a 
population of about 20,000. It was re- 
classified on Table 90 instead of Table 80 
as before, giving a slight increase in 
rate, 


Veteran Des Moines Agent Dies 


J. M. Lucas, veteran insurance man of 
Dese Moines, for many years with the 
Willcox-Howell-Hopkins Company, died 
last week at his home in Des Moines, 
aged 62 years. Mr. Lucas suffered a 
stroke of paralysis more than five years 
ago, from which he had partly recov- 
ered, He had a second stroke about ten 
days ago, from which he never regained 
consciousness, 


Omaha Liberty’s Good Showing 


The financial statement of the Omaha 
Liberty Fire of July 1 shows it is mak- 
ing rapid advances, as well as operat- 
ing on a conservative basis. Its gross 
Premium income for the first six months 
of the year was $367,927, each month 
showing a good increase over the one 
just Preceding, and the net premiums 
retained for that period were $243,343. 
Its total assets July 1 were $571,015, an 
increase for the six months of $260,810. 
The surplus to policyholders is $402,711.

BISMARCK, N. D., July 27.—En- 
couraged by the defeat of the three 
referred laws at the recent election, 
opponents of the Nonpartisan League 
plan to initiate several measures in the 
fall, providing for examination of the 
state bank, mill and elevator associa- 
tion, home building association and 
workmen’s compensation bureau by 
duly elected officials, and requiring 
public accounting to be made of their 
status. These state enterprises now are 
exempt from the usual examination and 
control of the state auditor and other 
officials and operate as separate busi- 
ness enterprises, responsible only to 
the industrial commission.

San Francisco company departments 
report in June and July the worst loss 
experience on the coast since 1906. The 
losses are numerous, run into large fig- 
ures and include several small town con- 
flagrations. No reasons in particular 
have been assigned as yet, save for the 
fact that the entire Pacific Coast, from 
Panama to Vancouver, is suffering an 
unusually dry season. 

The biggest loss in recent weeks was, 
of course, the one at Willows, Cal., total- 
ing nearly $500,000, Colfax, Wash., had 
a $250,000 loss in the burning of the 
Colfax Flour Mill and several adjacent 
buildings, but the insurance was carried 
mostly in millers’ mutuals. The same 
town also had a $60,000 loss in its busi- 
ness section recently. Other heavy losses 
of recent weeks include the Kinema 
Theater at Fresno, Cal., $75,000; Nippon 
Wholesale Grocery Company, a Japan- 
ese concern at Los Angeles, believed to 
be of incendiary origin, $40,000; Plant 
Rubber & Asbestos Company, San Fran- 
cisco, $20,000; See-Dro Separator Com- 
pany, Berkley, Cal., $15,000.

MIDDLE DEPARTMENT MEETS 





Takes Action to Get Corrections 
Made Where Violations of 
Rules Have Been Found 





ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., July 21— 
Methods of action to reduce the vio- 
lations of rates and rules to a minimum 
in the future were discussed at the 
quarterly meeting of the Underwriters 
Association of the Middle Department 
held today. 

During the past year, the violations 
have been multiplying rapidly. The 
sense of the meeting was that drastic 
action should be taken if necessary to 
clear these violations and reduce future 
violations to a minimum. 

One special violation has been the 
source of much trouble. The forms on 
the policies covering the properties of 


the Scranton Electric Company, of 
Scranton, Pa., have been in violation 
many months. There having appar- 


ently been no desire on the part of the | 


members to correct these violations, 
the meeting decided that unless these 
corrections are made in 60 days or the 
policies canceled, drastic action would 
be necessary to bring about changes 
conformative with the rules and ‘con- 
stitution and by-laws. The general 
opinion seems to be that if the correc- 
tions are not promptly made, the mem- 
bers and their companies will be 
severly disciplined. 

The executive committee is now dis- 
cussing changes in the constitution and 
by-laws to provide penalties for viola- 
tions which are not corrected in a 
reasonable time. 

Under a suspension of rules, the sec- 





retary was authorized to print the 
revised metal worker and garage sche 
dules, after approval by the schedule 
committee. This committee is sche 
duled to hold a meeting some time jg 
August. 

Arthur F. Sanford, state agent of the

IN DEPOSITORY BONDS 


Surety Men Discuss Possibility of 
Developing That Line on 
Larger Scale 


MORE EDUCATION NEEDED | 


Banks Usually Stable Institutions, But 
Human Element Enters in and 
Losses Are Possible 


A growing interest is being shown 
by surety men in depository bonds on 
individual deposits and certificates of 


deposit. The possibilities of develop- 
ing this line and writing it on a larger 
scale have been discussed at some 
length, but as yet no company has made 
an organized effort to push the busi- 
ness. It is a line of insurance to which 
neither the public nor the agent is edu- 
cated. S 
limited, and almost negligible. 


The experience of the companies in | 


handling this line has been very favor- 
able. Losses have not been numerous, 
although they are usually heavy when 
they do occur. The bank of today is 
rather a stable institution. It is seldom 
that one closes its doors, and when 
it does it is not with the sweeping 
crash that leaves the depositors penni- 
less and helpless. 


Still a Human Institution 


The bank continues, however, to be 
a human institution. It is still operated 
and controlled by men who are neither 
infallible or incapable of error. To 
safeguard oneself against human weak- 
nesses is not a reflection upon the hon- 
esty of the individual, but rather an ex- 
pression of sound business principles. 
It is such points as these that the public 
needs to be taught and as usual it is 
waiting for experience to teach it. 

As long as the public continues in its 
Present attitude toward banking insti- 
tutions it is quite impossible for agents 
to solicit this business by direct can- 
vass. It would not be judicious for 
agents to single out individual banks 
and strive to prove them unsafe. The 
ordinary business depositors such as 
the agents would meet with in a direct 
canvass are generaily close allies of 
their respective banks, and they would 
resent any attempt to discredit them. 


Largely Veluntary so Far 


A large part of the depository bond 
usiness written today is purely volun- 
tary. It comes without any effort on 
the part of the companies or their 
agents. This business is written on city 
and county funds and occasionally on 
the deposits of a few conservative busi- 
Ress houses. City and county funds 
are usually put out at the same time 
— year. In Chicago the county funds 
are put out in April and the city funds 
in June. It is necessary for city or 
County treasurers to demand depository 
ag 8 because they personally are fiable

| Automobile Companies Now Target for 


Unscrupulous Personal In- 
jury Lawyers 





| Companies writing automobile liabil- 
| ity insurance now have to guard against 
| the activities of the “ambulance chaser” 
| Or personal injury lawyer in the larger 
| cities, whose activities formerly were 
| directed mainly against the public 
| service corporations, but have found in 
| the wide extension of automobile traf- 
| fic a new and rather profitable field. 
| Most of the companies endeavor to 
beat the lawyers to it by having their 
adjusters on the job as quickly as pos- 
sible after an accident is reported, and 
comparatively few claims, considering 
the large number handled, get into the 
lawyers’ hands. 

A considerable number of suits are 
brought by unscrupulous attorneys for 
the purpose of forcing automobile in- 
| surance companies to make settlement 
in cases where there has been no real 
| injury and where the attorneys are well 
aware of the fact that the claimant is 
malingering. In the past many such 
cases have been settled by the compan- 
ies on the theory that it was cheaper to 
settle than fight, but in some of the 
most flagrant cases it has been found 
necessary to take a determined stand 
against such attorneys. 

The American Automobile of St. 
Louis, through its attorney, recently 
defended a suit in Denver in which an 
exposure of the methods of the attorney 
who filed the suit brought a severe 
excoriation from the trial judge and a 
promise of investigation by the Denver 
Bar Association. One of the alleged 
grounds for damages in that case was 
that the plaintiff's hearing had been 
damaged in an automobile accident and 
her attorney stated in court that it was 
necessary for him to get very close to 
the witness stand in order to make him- 
self heard when examining her. Later 
on, in cross examination, it was found 
that she could hear questions in an un- 
dertone. 

The American Automobile has also 
won a similar case in another state, 
where the court likewise called the at- 
tention of the bar association to the 
action of claimant’s attorney.

In the small towns de- 
pository bonds are unsaleable. There 
is no demand for them. In many of 
these places personal surety is the only 
form of bonding ever used. Agents 
in these towns do not attempt to arouse

Garrison’s Comment 


Assistant Secretary F. S. Garrison, 
of the Travelers Indemnity at its home 
office has some comment to make to 
the company’s managers on the sub- 
ject. He says: 


“The rates for plate glass insurance 
are higher than they have ever been, and 
owing to the great increse in rates effec- 


tive in nearly all states on June 1, 1920, | 


on renewals, over the rates in effect a 
year ago, some policyholders may be in- 
clined to believe that the new rates are 


too high to justify them in continuing | 


the insurance, 

“The most important factor affecting 
plate glass rates is the price of furnish- 
ing and setting the glass. This price has 
steadily incresed for four years until it 
is now more than three times what it 
was in 1916, and over 100 percent more 
than it was in January, 1919. 

“There is also a shortage of glass of 
the larger sizes, some of which can only 
be obtained in one or two of the larger 
cities, so that we frequently find it 
necessary to ship a large plate a long 
distance, which adds still further to the 
cost. 

Loss Frequency Factor 


“As the insurance companies cannot 
control the price of glass, we are obliged 
to raise our rates as soon as possible 
after an increase in the cost of the glass 
and setting occurs. The other factor 
affecting the loss ratio and what is 
termed ‘Loss Frequency’ remains prac- 
tically constant year in and year out, 
with the exception of catastrophe losses. 

“In view of the above facts, we sug- 
gest that you explain to any policyholder 
who believes the renewal rate is too high 
that if he decides to go without plate 
glass insurance he will find that he will 
have to pay over 100 percent more for an 
ordinary sized plate than he would have 
had to pay in January, 1919, and even 
though the premium may seem entirely 
too high to him, in reality it is not so 
as the average storekeeper will find that 
it will be cheaper for him to carry plate 
glass insurance than it will to carry his 
own risk.

Big Damage Suits Which Usually 
Follow Them Emphasize 
Need for Insurance

Improvements in Elevator Construction 
Have Opened Way for New 
Classes of Claims 


The progress made in elevator con- 
struction in the past few years has in- 
creased rather than lessened the dan- 


| gers arising from this very necessary 





form of transportation, and therefore 
the need for elevator liability insurance. 
The elevator of today, from the stand- 
point of saving of time and energy, has 


| attained a high degree of efficiency, but 


accidents still occur. The elevator 
manufacturer, in perfecting his prod- 
uct, has overlooked some of the most 
common causes of elevator accidents, 
and the dangers arising from these 
causes should be brought to the atten- 
tion of building owners. 


Improvements Bring New Hazards 


The manufacturer is not altogether 
to blame. He has constructed his ele- 
vator to meet the demand of the pub- 
lic. In the early days of elevator 
construction the most serious objec- 
tion met with from this source was 
the frequency with which elevators, 
which were supposed to be safe, fell. 
The first thought of the man entering 
the old-fashioned elevator was the dan- 
ger of its dropping. In this he had 
good reason for fear, for it often did 
happen in those days that the elevator 
dropped. The manufacturer saw the 
defect in his product and labored to 


correct it. As the elevator became 
modernized, the public’s faith in it 
grew. 


Along with this improvement, how- 
ever, came others that have prepared 
the way for many more serious acci- 
dents. The elevator of today is pow- 
erful. It is capable of lifting great 
loads and at a rapid rate of speed. 
The public has approved these new 
qualities without realizing the dangers 
they present. 


Speed and Power Cause Accidents 


An analysis of the many elevator ac- 
cidents occurring every year shows 
that the largest number occurs to per- 
sons while leaving or entering an el- 
evator. Such accidents as these, of 
course, are generally attributed either 
to the carelessness of the operator or 
the passenger. But were these eleva- 
tors the slow-moving kind of a few 
years ago, these types of accidents 
might be averted. A person that 
steps into an elevator in motion today 
has little chance of escaping without 
injury. The modernized elevator re- 
sponds immediately to the application 
of the power. It does not take it more 
than a second to rise the few feet nec- 
essary to catch a body between the 
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floor of the elevator and the ledge: of 
the entrance to the car. A _ person 
who, in his haste to catch an elevator, 
steps into a car that is already in mo- 
tion is liable to injury from a form of 
accident which is made possible by the 
speed and the efficiency of the 
elevator. 


Danger in Crowded Car 


The second leading cause of eleva- 
tor accidents as shown by the analysis 
is from being caught between the mov- 
ing car and the floors, sills and walls 
of the shaft. This is a condition 
which generally arises from a crowded 
elevator. The elevator of today is suf- 
ficiently powerful to carry any num- 
ber of persons. When the operator 
must no longer fear the danger of his 
car falling because of overcrowding, 
he naturally gives little thought tp the 
number of people he permits to crowd 
into his car. When persons are forced 
to stand near the front of the car, they 
are constantly exposed to danger. 
Some commotion by persons in the 
rear of the car, a slight shove, and one 
or two victims are pushed between the 
shaft and the sill of the car and are 
often wedged there. The car that is 
going at the average rate of speed will 
not stop instantly, and the victim is 
either killed outright or sustains 
severe injuries. 


Few Elevators Fall Now 


The falling elevator that was:so feared 
in the early days of elevator use is the 
third in line as to the number of acci- 
dents. The danger of this in the mod- 
ernized car has been reduced to a mini- 
mum, In the older buildings, however, 
there are still a great number of the 
old-type elevators in use. The majority 
of the elevators that drop are of this 
type. It is believed by most elevator 
men and underwriters that when this 
form of car goes out of use the falling 
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Compensation 
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elevator will be unheard of. 

An underwriter pointed dut the other 
day that many accidents in elevators are 
caused by absent-minded passengers 
who do not keep in mind their destina- 
tion when they board an elevator. As a 
result the car reaches the floor where 
they wish to leave, a few passengers get 
off and as the operator prepares to start 
his car up or down the absent-minded 
passenger suddenly comes to the reali- 
zation that he is at the place where he 
wants to get off. He makes a rush for 
the docrway, but the elevator has already 
started and he is caught between the 
car and the floor. 


Value of Safety Devices 


There have been some few appliances 
invented with the intention of correct- 
ing these many forms of accidents but 
as yet none of them have been generally 
adopted. A few elevators have two sets 
of doors, designed to prevent accidents. 
One set of these opens in the shaft as 
on other elevators and the other is fixed 
to the car itself. The shaft doors are 
shut first and then the car doors are 
closed. This plan is not considered 
feasible in the large cities, however, as 
it requires too much time for the ele- 
vator to make a ttrip. There is also a 
safety device now patented by which the 
elevator cannot be set in motion until 
the doors are closed. If this should 
prove practical and be generally adopted 
it is likely that there will be a material 
decrease in elevator liability rates. 


Big Suits Good Argument 


The heavy suits resulting from all 
forms of elevator accidents are the best 
arguments for insurance coverage. The 
building owner who is unprotected by 
elevator liability insurance and _ is 
brought into court by a suit for damages 
because of an elevator accident in his 
building is bound to suffer. Until ele- 
vator accidents cease to be every-day 
affairs it will be to the interest ofsevery 
building owner to buy elevator liability 
insurance. Suits for damages run into 
big money and the owner who has only 
one suit during many years of insurance 
protection will be well repaid for the 
amount spent on premiums.

IS NOW WRITING DISABILITY 


Peninsular Casualty is Broadening Its 
Scope—Gets Out Policies With 
Liberal Provisions 


Lawry Vahey, the new managing 
underwriter of the Penincular Casualty 
of Bay City, Mich., announces that it 
will immediately enter the accident and 
health field, writing both commercial 
and industrial business. While the 
home office of this company is in the 
Davidson building of Bay City, the 
executive offices are in the Houseman 
building at Grand Rapids. 

It will feature at the outset “The 
Farmers Own” participating policy 
which is issued for a five year term, 
and also a health and accident policy 
issued for a life time. In addition the 
company will issue a popular priced 
accident and disability policy. Mr. 
Vahey says that it will be the plan of 
the management to place the company 
with reliable agents and develop safely 
and conservatively. As soon as the 
capital is paid up, it being $250,000 
authorized, it will enter the automobile 
insurance field. Mr. Vahey has had 
an extended underwriting experience. 


Daring Messenger Holdups 


Chicago police are making a desperate 
effort to round up a score of youthful 
bandits who are believed to be implicated 
in several daring messenger holdups 
which occurred in that city within the 
past few days. So far 18 suspects have 
been taken into custody and will be held 
pending investigation of the spectacular 
pay roll holdup, in which the paymaster 
of the Hart, Schaffner & Marx Company, 
clothing merchants, was shot, perhaps 
fatally, and two of the robbers wounded. 

This holdup occurred about noon on 
Monday in front of the Hart, Schaffner 
& Marx plant, when two express messen- 
gers and the paymaster of the firm ar- 
rived from the bank with two sachels of 
money, each containing $10,000. After a 
sensational pistol duel the bandits suc- 
ceeded in escaping in their automobile 
with one of the sachels. The two wounded 














bandits were later found in a house on the 
south side, and were turned over to the 
police. As yet no clue has been found 
of their pals, although the police have 
placed a number of suspects under arrest 
in the hopes of finding them. 

Last Saturday the cashier of the Com- 
mercial Colortype Company in Chicago 
was robbed of $1,400 as he was returning 
from the Mercantile Trust & Savings 
Bank. Three bandits attacked him with 
a gun, and after forcing him into a hall- 
way, fled with the money. 

The outstanding feature of Chicago’s 
recent holdups has been the youthfulness 
of those attempting them. The police 
have sought to link up this fact with 
the belief that these holdups are being 
perpetrated by a gang, who they say 
has robbed to the extent of $100,000 in 
the past few months. They are working 
hard to confirm this belief, but as yet 
very little has materialized. 

Insurance men who were asked for an 
opinion on the situation were listless in 
their answers. They have long since 
given up in their efforts to analyze 
the crime situation in Chicago. Each new 
outberak of crime is regarded by them as 
something to be expected, and the only 
remedy they can see is a readjustment of 
the criminal courts, so that legislation 
against crime will be enforced to the 
fullest extent. 





Large Awards Still Frequent 


NEW YORK, July 27—These are days 
of large damage awards, and it behooves 
property owners not only to seek sound 
indemnity, but to purchase it in proper 
amounts. Court verdicts of $50,000 dam- 
ages or over no longer excite particular 
comment, although their enforcement 
not infrequently means financial ruin for 
the party assessed. Not only is the aver- 
age jury biased in favor of the complain- 
ant in damage actions, but in a recent 
suit the plaintiff was given judgment for 
$15,000, or $5,000 more than the amount 
sued for, the jury justifying its action 
upon the ground of the present high cost 
of living. While the court will likely 
set this absurd verdict -aside, it well 
illustrates the modern tendency in dam- 
age litigation.

LABOR FAVORS MONOPOLY 


State Federation of Minnesota Takes 
Firm Position on Subject 
at Its Meeting 


ST. PAUL, MINN., July 28—War 
has again been declared by the Minne- 
sota State Federation of. Labor against 
the compensation companies. At the 
session of the Federation held the past 
week at Rochester, Minn., the report of 
the Federation’s legislative committee 
was received, telling how near they 
came to securing a state compensation 
law at the last legislative session 
(1919); that it passed the house bya 
big vote and only lost out in the sen- 
ate by one vote. The Labor Federa- 
tion instructed its legislative committee 
to re-introduce the same bill at the 
legislative session to meet in January, 
1920. This bill follows the Ohio law 
and is monopolistic. This action by 
the Federation of Labor is regardless 
of the fact that a legislative recess 
commission of house and senate mem- 
bers is now engaged in a thoro 
investigation of the subject of work- 
men’s compensation and is to report 
some legislation on the subject next 
January. W. I. Nolan, speaker of the 
House, Minneapolis, is chairman of 
the house committee investigating the 
subject, and A. J. Rockne, Zumbrota, 
is chairman of the senate compensation 
committee. These committees have al- 
ready taken a great amount of testr 
mony, have visited eastern states where 
state funds operate, and are about to 
make a trip te Washington state to 
see how the fund there is succeeding:

CASUALTY companies writing com- 
pensation business lose large amounts 
every year by the present method of 
doing business and yet there seems to 
be no alternative. During the last few 
years the deferred premium payments 
after the payroll audits have been made 
exceed the original premium payments. 
Take a company writing $4,000,000 of 
compensation premiums a year. Very 
likely $2,000,000 of that represents de- 
ferred payments. It means that the 
company has lost the interest on 
$2,000,000 for a year’s time. 

The tendency of the assured is to 
pay out as small a sum as possible in 
the way of an initial premium. The 
agent works along the line of least 
resistance and does not insist on a 
higher premium. He would rather 
thrash out the matter after the payroll 
is audited. When Frank H. Harptson 
was commissioner of Massachusetts he 
endeavored to have a rule adopted re- 
quiring the assured to pay the full 
initial premium in order to minimize 

discrimination. Naturally there is more

RATE WAR STILL ON 


NO CESSATION IN MISSOURI 





Some Companies Are Still Writing 
Liability Insurance on Auto- 
mobiles at 40 Percent Off 


KANSAS CITY, MO., July 28—While 
there are no positive indications point- 
ing to a cessation of the automobile 
liability rate war in Missouri, there are 
nevertheless current rumblings that the 
strife will soon be settled. Local 
agents of the large companies who 
have effected a 60 percent reduction in 
their rates, say that they expect word 
at any time from their companies to 
resume manual rates. 

The fight has been waged now for 
about 18 months. It was said to have 
started as a result of rate reductions 
instituted in Baltimore by the Amer- 
ican Automobile of St. Louis.

Provident Life & Accident Progress 


At the first of the year the Provident 
Life & Accident of Chattanooga, set out 
to attain a premium income of $1.500,000 
for 1920, When the mid-year survey of 
the first six months was made it was 
discovered the growth for the first half 
of the year had so far exceeded expecta- 
tions that a new goal was set and the 
field force has agreed to produce $1,750,- 
000 in premiums instead of the original 
amount.

COVERAGE FOR ENGINE 





BREAKAGE POLICY DESCRIBED 





Clarence C. Perry of Aetna Casualty & 
Surety Tells What It Covers 
and How to Sell It 





Engine breakage insurance is a new 
casualty line, now written by prac- 
tically all of the companies writing 
boiler insurance, which is attracting 
the attention of local agents. A de- 
tailed description of the new coverage, 
with some suggestions as to how to 
sell it, was given recently by Clarence 
C. Perry, engine breakage expert, at- 
tached to the home office of the Aetna 
Casualty & Surety. He said in regard 
to the new line: 


Engine breakage insurance is a new 
form of protection which not only in- 
cludes all the coverage hitherto given 
under a flywheel policy, but also covers 
the breakdown of the engine itself. It 
covers the direct damage done to the 
property of the assured, including the 
engine, and any direct damage done to 
the property of others for which the 
assured may be liable, arising out of an 
accidental engine breakdown. 


Definition of “Breakdown” 


A breakdown is defined as any sudden, 
substantial and accidential breakdown 
of the engine while running, so severe 
as to render the engine immediately in- 
operative, and to require repairs or re- 
placement before operations can be 
resumed. 

An engine is, for the purpose of this 
insurance, to be thought of as any 
machine usually known as an engine 
which turns the energy of steam, gas or 
oil into useful work in the form of 
reciprocating or rotating motion. This 
definition is, however, limited to en- 
gines which work by the aid of a piston 
in a cylinder. Air or ammonia com- 
pressors, pumps and other piston and 
cylinder machines, may be insured as 
engines. The coverage applies only to 
the engine itself and excludes supply 
and exhaust pipes as well as all mech- 
anism attached to the engine by belts, 
gears, pipes, couplings, ete. It does, 
however, include the flywheel as a part 
of the engine. 





Insuring Use and Occupancy 


The direct damage caused by an en- 

gine breakdown is but a small part of 
the total bill. When a plant is shut 
; down for lack of power, overhead goes 
+on but production ceases. This loss 
| may be insured against through the use 
and occupancy coverage, which pro- 
vides a stipulated indemnity per day, 
available for an accident involving a 
total stoppage of production, with such 
part of the amount available in the case 
of partial stoppage as the diminished 
output bears to the average production 
for the 52 weeks just preceding the ac- 
cident. The fundamental coverage is 
designed to begin at the eighth mid- 
night following the accident and run 
for one hundred days. This may be ex- 
tended to run for a period of greater 
length by charging an additional pre- 
mium, and the period at which indem- 
nity shall commence may be advanced 
to the seventh, sixth, fifth or any other 
midnight up to the first midnight fol- 
lowing the accident by charging the 
additional premium as shown in the 
table. This coverage is written by 
means of an endorsement, and so is 
available wherever direct engine break- 
age insurance is in force. 

It will be observed that steam tur- 
bines are not included in the definition 
of “engine.” This is intentional. They 
may, however, be insured against the 
disruption of the motor and the explo- 
sion of the case, and may be added to 
an engine breakage policy by means of 
a steam turbine endorsement which 
specifies the exact coverage and ex- 
cludes as an accident insured against 
the mere stripping or breaking of blades 
or buckets and the burning or breaking 
of electrical conductors or insulation. 


The wheels which are mounted on the 


main crank shaft of an engine are in- 
cluded in the definition of an engine 
and therefore are explicitly covered 
under an engine breakage policy. The 
coverage for these engine wheels is 


broader than that which has been here- 
tofore afforded under a flywheel policy. 
The old flywheel coverage defined the

HEARING ON KENTUCKY RATES 





Compensation Board Refuses Request 
of Companies to Increase Coal 
Mine Insurance Rates 





LOUISVILLE, KY., July 27.—The 
Kentucky Workmen’s Compensation 
Board has refused the request of the 
insurance companies to increase the 
basic rate On coal mine compensation 
insurance from $3.65 to $3.79. The com- 
panies justified their demand by the 
new state law which increased the 
maximum for medical attention from 
$100 to $200 and the maximum weekly 
payments from $12 to $15. They also 
argued that the average of wages on 
which the compensation is based is 
higher, but the board contends that pre- 
miyms as well as compensation are 
based on the payroll. 

Later, at a special meeting of the 
board, new rate schedules were filed on 
behalf of the insurance companies to 
cover all classes of industry except coal 
mining. If the contemplated changes 
are made, they will go into effect Sept. 
1, They average 12 percent higher than 
the present rates in Kentucky, though 
some decreases are noted.

Not to Issue Missouri Manual 


It has been decided by the manual 
committee’ of the National Workmen’s 
Compensation Service Bureau not to is- 
sue a new liability manual for Missouri. 
In a recent decision, the supreme court 
of Missouri held that the compensation 
law is not in effect until it has been 
submitted to a referendum which will be 
held with the election in November. This 
puts the state under the employers lia- 
bility system, as before. The compen- 
sation writing companies have been is- 
Suing policies which would apply for 
either compensation or liability. It was 
decided that it would be inadvisable to 
issue a new employers liability manual 
just at this time. There would be de- 
lays and the manual could not be cir- 
culated before September. If the people 
should vote in favor of the compensation 
law in November that would put it into 
effect and if they should decide against 
't, a new compensation law would prob- 
ably be enacted at the session of the 
legislature early next year.

FEWER ACCIDENTS ON MONDAY 





Compensation Companies Find That 
National Prohibition Has Had Its 
Effect In Lowering Claims 





In going over the figures for the 
past year compensation companies have 
noticed quite a reduction in the number 
of Monday morning accidents. This 
has been particularly noticeable since 
national prohibition went into effect. 
The workman who would go along in 
the regular way during the week would 
very often stray from the straight and 
narrow path on Sundays or holidays. 
He would go on a tear on Sunday and 
report for work Monday morning in 
rather poor shape. He would be able 
to perform his duties well enough until 
about 11 o’clock when the effects of 
fatigue would be most marked. Nearly 
all of the Monday morning accidents 
used to and still occur at 11 o’clock in 
the morning and 4 o’clock in the after- 
noon, called by claim men the “fatigue 
hours.” The resistance of the work- 
man who is not in good shape is lowest 
at these two hours of the day. 

In other words in the days when 
liquor was flowing. freely, workmen 
used to report on Monday morning 
with a “hangover.” There was never 
very much boozing during working 
hours as it would not be tolerated by 
employers, but industrial workers used 
to report for work on Monday with 
the effects of Sunday’s debauch weigh- 
ing very heavily upon them. They are 
now reporting for duty in a more near- 
ly normal condition and the result has 
been a material reduction in the num- 
ber of Monday accidents. 


More States Falling in Line 


NEW YCRK, July 27—As noted in 
these pages last week, the Georgia leg- 
islature at its present session will, in all 
probability, enact a workmen’s compen- 
sation law, modeled largely after that 
recently put in force in Virginia. A com- 
mittee of North Carolina business men is 
gathering data along the same line, and 
plans to submit a compensation bill 
when the legislature meets. Mississippi, 
too, will likely fall into line in the near 
future, for it has a legislative commis- 
sion at work studying the workmen’s 
compensation laws of the different states, 
and figuring out which of these might 
be adopted, in whole or in part, for the 
commonwealth. Assuming,'as may safely 
be done, that in all three of the states 
named compensation statutes will be en- 
acted in the near future, there would re- 
main but three states in the Union with- 
out such laws—South Carolina, Florida 
and Arkansas. The Florida legislature 
considered a good compensation measure 
three years ago, but it failed of passage; 
the opposition of the agricultural inter- 
ests proving too strong for its advocates. 

The growth of workmen’s compensa- 
tion legislation in the United States, 
once the idea was thoroughly under- 
stood here, has been remarkably rapid. 





Georgia Compensation Bill 

The amended workmen’s compensation 
bill for Georgia, which was favorably 
reported by the senate committee, was 
passed unanimously last Thursday by 
the senate. There is no doubt that the 
house will pass the bill as it is identical 
with the senate measure and has been 
recommended by the house committee. 
It is likely to pass at any time.

Contract Bond Business in Iowa Feels 
Effect of Tightening of the 
Money Market 


DES MOINES, IA., July 20.—Of all 
branches in which insurance men are 
interested, the contract bond business 
has probably felt the tightening -of the 
money market most in Iowa, accord- 
ing to P. J. Clancy, local agent of this 
city. Real estate concerns find it im- 
possible to finance building operations. 
Real estate bonds and securities can 
find no market whatever. The state 
law says that municipal and_ school 
bonds can not be sold at less than par, 
and under present conditions such se- 
curities can not find a market. 

Investors can get so much better re- 
turn from other investments that there 
seems no possibility of arousing their 
interest in bonds. Fifty school house 
contracts have been cancelled because 
it has been impossible to float the bonds. 

. The result of these conditions is that 
building in Iowa is now only 5 per cent 
of normal. An absolute lack of cement, 
brick and other building material is 
another factor. Labor is_ plentiful. 
There seems to be no great hazard on 
outstanding’ contracts, because of the 
high prices and the good margin of 
profit that the contractor stands to 
make with the completion of the agree- 
ment. 

It is quite generally felt, however, 
that conditions will soon take a change 
for the better, and that money condi- 
tions will gradually return to normal. 
No serious condition is thought to be 
in sight, and with relief from the pres- 
ent tight money market expected in the 





fall, conditions more settled and satis- 


factory than any since before the wae 
are expected to arrive.

Surety Offices Find Ready Sale fop

Cashiers or other people in charge of 
money are probably handling four of | 
five times aS much as they were a few 
years ago. Every fidelity bond covers 
stolen goods and with all such having | 
increased in value there is a greater in 
centive for bonding people because the 
loss of any goods means more than it 
did in the past. The general tendency 
has been to increase the amount of 
fidelity bonds. In addition there has 
been a large volume of new business 
created. . 
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FEDERAL SURETY’S CONTRACT 


Chief Features in the Disability Policy 
That is Issued by the Daven- 
port Company 


The Federal Surety of Davenport, 
Ia., has issued as its leading disability 
contract one covering accident alone 
and the other accident and health. For 
loss of life it pays the principal sum 
and in addition returns all premiums 
previously paid on the policy. It also 
pays the weekly accident indemnity 
for the period from the date of injury 
to the date of death. The principal 
sum is payable for loss of both hands, 
both feet or both eyes or loss of one 
hand and one foot, one hand and one 
eye, one foot and one eye or for loss 
of speech and hearing. Three-fourths 
of the principal sum is payable for loss 
of-either arm or leg. For loss of either 
hand or loss of either foot or loss of 
sight of one eye or for loss of either 
speech or hearing, one-half the prin- 
cipal sum is payable. The full weekly 
accident indemnity with accumulations 
if any is payable in case of injury, as 
long as disability continues. One-half 
of the weekly accident. indemnity is 
payable for 200 weeks for partial dis- 
ability. It carries the double indemnity 
feature, paying for such disabilities as 
hydrophobia, sunstroke, blood poison- 
ing and so on, on an accident basis. 

Weekly illness indemnity is payable 
as long as total disability exists. Par- 
tial indemnity is payable for 52 weeks 
for illness. Where blindness or paraly- 
sis follows disease, 104 weeks indemnity 
is paid. Operation fees are payable in 
addition to all other indemnity that 
may be due. Hospital indemnity at the 


rate of the full weekly indemnity & 
payable for twelve weeks in addition to 
all other indemnity. Nurse’s fees are 
payable at the same rate. 


EXPERIENCE ON DOCTORS BAD 


Some Companies Increasing Rates a 
Result of Claims from Infections 
and Accidents 


A number of the accident’and health 
companies, in analyzing the cause o 
their heavy losses during the past yeat, 
have decided that there must be 4 
variance in their rates to meet the ex- 
gencies of certain risks. Of course the 
principal reason for a high loss ratio 
during 1919 is the influenza epidemic 
But next in line come infections. 
they do not affect ordinary risk, they 
are very prevalent among physicians, 
surgeons, dentists, undertakers ant 
embalmers. . : 

The nature of their professions 
makes it necessary for them to sto 
work at the first sign of an infection 
In the cases of physicians, surgeoms 
and dentists there is a grave dange 
of their transmitting the infection 
their patients. Companies have f 
that while a doctor may have buta 
slight infection in the finger, it is met 
essary for him to stop work un 
heals. This may take several W 
and during that time the compaly 
must indemnify him for the loss st 
tained. The same is true of | 
takers and embalmers. There 
been many cases of this kind where

ife.

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an extra charge for septic coverage, 
without increasing their rates. Other 
companies protest against making any 
discrimination against physicians. It is 
true that the medical profession must 
be cultivated by the insurance com- 
panies. Much of the companies’ suc- 
cess depends upon their honesty and 
square-dealing. If a doctor cannot get 
a health and accident policy except at 
a very high rate, he is not likely to 
look very kindly upon the requests 
which insurance companies will make 
of him. However, if heavy losses are 
resulting from such sources as these, it 
seems only just to the company and 
to the other policyholders that there 
be some discrimination in rates. 

Doctors and surgeons also frequently 
file large accident claims. They all 
have cars which they usually drive 
themselves. Their profession makes it 
necessary for them to make calls at 
all hours of the night. When it is a 
matter of life and death, they cannot 
hesitate because of inclement weather 
or bad roads. They must jump into 
their cars and get to the patient as 
soon as possible. Speed compounded 
with a misty rain and bad roads is a 
very fruitful source of accidents. 

An official of a company which is 
now well established in the health and 
accident business said the other day 
that for three years its premium re- 
ceipts were inadequate to meet the 
heavy losses. Upon investigation it 
was discovered that the claims that 
were hurting most were coming from 
the doctors and undertakers. The 
company immediately increased the 
rate on these risks and finds its pre- 
miums are now adequate. 





New Agency Plan Successful 


Unusual success has attended the try- 
out of the new general agency plan of 
the Wells-Williams Company, represent- 
ing the Pacific Mutual Life in Indiana 
and Kentucky, which is really composed 
of associated general agencies. The con- 
tract under which the company operates 
permits the taking on of 20 such asso- 
ciated general agencies, although Arthur 
Cc. Wells, one of the members of the firm, 
says that it is unlikely, there will ever 
be that many. In addition to a big life 
business, Mr. Wells says the agency will 
write at least $150,000 premiums on ac- 
cident and health business during its 
first year, of which at least $80,000 will 
be written in Indianapolis. The agency 
recognizes definitely the principle that 
the agent writing accident and health in- 
surance owns his business. 





To Develop Illinois Territory 


The Inter-Ocean Casualty of Cincin- 
nati will develop its Illinois field outside 
of Chicago more intensively, having se- 
cured M. Stephany as_ supervisor of 
agents.

John J. Falvey Makes Some Observa- 
tions on the Crime Wave That Is 
Striking Chicago 





John J. Falvey, superintendent of the 
burglary department of R. W. Hyman 
& Co. of Chicago, representing the Con- 
tinental Casualty, in speaking of crime 
conditions in Chicago says: 


There is a good deal of discussion 
about the various causes of our increas- 
ing crime. Are police delivering full 
service? Are there too many men as- 
signed to trivial employments? Is it 
possible to organize in such manner as 
to apply a majority of the men to actual 
police duty and a small minority of them 
to office work? Some of our city fathers 
think so. And some of the police offi- 
cials think not. 

We are rather disposed to admit that 
because of the increase in the number 
of crimes it is laid at the door of prohi- 
bition, or to the failure of some indi- 
viduals to observe prohibition. 


Breeding of Crime 


For the purpose of discussion we may 
admit that saloons are breeding places 
of mischief. At least that has been the 
standard allegation. So if during all 
these years crime has been in the breed- 
ing it is not likely that a sudden end 
to its propagation will suddenly squash 
the criminal ambitions of criminals al- 
ready produced. In short, we may stop 
the breeding, but not the crimes of those 
already bred. 


Crime Waves Are Not New 


Crime waves are not new in Chicago. 
We had them at regular intervals long 
before it became the fashion to blame 
them on a shortage of policemen. A 
erime wave rs a crime jubilee. It is an 
open season with the slogan of ‘come 
on in, the water is fine.” 

If all agencies of justice will freeze 
the water the least bit, real hard, make 
erime so hazardous that criminals would 
think carefully before undertaking it, 
meaning severe justice, long confine- 
ments, along with hangings, we shall see 
fewer waves and more respect for our 
policemen, who, from all accounts, spend 
all their lives at this work. The ma- 
jority of them feel that after they catch 
Mr. burglar or hold-up man he should 
serve the right sentence and take all 
the punishment that the law should give 
him, instead of being sent to the Bride- 
well for six months or have the case 
appealed to. the supreme court for an- 
other decision and while the case is 
pending go out and pull another big 
robbery or holdup to pay the lawyers’ 
and professional bondsman’s fees. 


Liquor Thefts Still Numerous 








Burglary underwriters in and around 
Chicago continue to report a serious sit- 
uation in regard to the theft of liquor, 
both from residences and drug stores. 
Since national prohibition took effect 
those suspected of possessing liquor, 
especially ex-saloon keepers and phar- 
macists, have been the chief targets of 
thieves. On this account a number of 
companies are refusing to write drug 
stores and the great majority of bur- 
glary companies are insisting on the 
most improved alarm systems before 
accepting the hazard. 

The theft of liquor from residences 
is still subject to the 20 percent limi- 
tation clause unless a speg¢ific policy is 
written.

Both losses were coy- 
ered by theft insurance. 





Burglary Rates Revised 


NEW YORK, July 21—Residence bur | 
glary insurance rates for the entire 
country were revised at the meeting of 
the Burglary Insurance Underwriters 
Association held last week. For most 
territories and classes the rates are in 
creased, although on some classes they 
are lower than before. The new sched- 
ule becomes effective July 19, for new © 
business and Sept. 1 for renewals, The 
most important change in residence rates 
is the regrouping of the areas in the 
territories which have been reduced to 
five. For instance, the counties in whith 
are situated Cleveland, St. Louis, 
troit, Toledo, Pittsburgh, St. Paul, 
neapolis, Denver, Omaha have been 
moved up to territory two, giving them 
the same rate as New York City. Hotels 
and boarding houses have been grouped 
with class B, which means a rate fe 
duction for these classes. 

The changes in rates were made om 
statistical data furnished by the bureat 
to the residence committee. This gave 
detailed information concerning the 1918 
experience of the burglary companies, 
which for the country on an earned pre 
mium basis showed a loss ratio of 667 
percent. Detroit showed a loss ratio ia 
excess of 70 percent as did Cleveland 
and Pittsburgh, while in Toledo the los 
ratio was above 74 percent. 
changes were made to higher rates the 
loss ratios were well above the normal 
figures. 

Extension of the coinsurance claus 
to all residence policies and to 
everywhere throughout the country was 
talked of,’and a straw vote attested 
great percentage of membership offices 
as favoring such a proposition.
